Gives Impressions of France. 


\ anre (Mss. a former Sedalia!!, 
and son of Rev. and Mrs. C. V. 
Cries, of Springfield, M o, in an in­ 
teresting letter 
to 
his 
parents, 
Rivets his impressions of 
Franco. 
The father of the young man was 
formerly 
district 
superintendent 
of the Methodist Episcopal church, 
with his home at Sedalia. 
The letter in part follows: 
‘i n view of the fact that I am 
not permitted to discuss military 
affairs 
and I confess I know' less 
about what is going on here than 
you do, although you 
are 
some 
4.000 miles farther away—I shall 
try to give you some of my impres­ 
sions of France, 
particularly 
in 
those ways in which we ' of 
the 
states may well profit from the 
French. 
This seems to me much 
better than m i n g to point out the 
ways in which we seem to excel! 
as a person or nation profits only 
by copying from others in lines 
where opportunity 
for 
improve 
inent is possible. 
Most of Houses Arc of Stone. 
“First of all, practically every 
house is constructed of stone, with 
a roof of slate or tile. 
I ani con­ 
fident I do not exaggerate when I 
sav that out of e v e n 1.000 houses 
I have seen—and I have seen not 
a few—at least 999 a rc* constructed 
of stone. 
This gives not only a 
sense of permanency, but a sense 
of trimness as well, a* stone build­ 
ings, unlike those of wood, are not 
so inclined to Tun down at the 
heel.' 
“There is 
a 
nearness 
about 
French cities and towns that is 
lacking in most American municip­ 
alities. 
This is especially notice 
able as one approaches the depot 
on a train. 
You are well aware 
that in our country a person has a 
view of a town from tile train that 
presents by far the worst aspect 
of the city. 
In France, all is differ 
ent. 
There are no b: ckvarri* bad­ 
ly cluttered with rubbish of every 
snit, usually including one cr more 
piles of tin cans. Instead one sees 
hack yards that are almost as clean 
as a parlor floor, and whe**e almost 
every foot of the grorml i* utilized 
in some w a y or another. 
Even in 
a two by four back yard th^re will 
be a little spot of garden, a plot of 
grase, green and well 
tended, 
a 
-rap e v in e or two, a few flowers, 
and nearly always at least one fruit J 
iree. 
In many instances there are

Have Fine Highways 
“The highways of 
France 
are 
about as fine as one could find. 
They are built of stone, are hard 
and smooth, and apparently kept 
;n the best of repair. 
Not only do 
they excel the highways of our sec­ 
tion of the states in this respect, 
hut in the matter of railroad cross­ 
ings, they are ahead of us. There 
is never a grade crossing without 
? gate and a watchman—or rather 
a watchwoman, as the women ap­ 
parently have taken over this line 
of work. 
As a result, it seems 
that such a thing as 
the 
great 
sport of American a u r i s t s —trying 
to knock trains off tho right of way 
—is not only uncommon 
hut un 
known in France. 
“The method of f a m in g is far 
more intensive here than it is in 
the states. There seems ic be very 
few fields here as large as the 
Drury athletic field, and the m a­ 
jority are not even as large as the 
campus in front of tin* high school. 
Each field is tended with the great­ 
est care. Stable manure is the great 
fertilizer, and each fmld seems to 
receive an extensive treatment. 
“Even the sides of the mountains 
are used for agriculture, and little 
fields no larger than a witchen 
floor are literally propped up by 
stone walls. 
These walls not only 
keep the dirt from washing down 
the mountain sides, but they add 
a little to the total arable area ct 
France. 
As I write. I in* look ou» 
over the houses of the villi*ge upon 
a mountain whose sides are dotted 
with these m a l l fields, braced lr 
their stone walls. 
Grapes Everywhere. 
“Grapes, apparently, are grown 
in almost all parts of Frat.ce. Th.** 
vineyards are clipped off close to 
the ground, with the exception of 
one branch 
hardly more than a 
couple of feet long. The vineyards, 
like the olher fields are carefully 
tended, and clean as can he. 
In 
fact, it seems that weed* are a1 
most unknown in France. 
“The horses and cattle are all in 
wonderfully fine condition. 
One 
would think that the war would 
have caused a decline in the con­ 
dition of the live stock, hut such 
does not seem to be the cise. Ju>t 
to illustrate. I recall having seen 
hut one horse through whose hide 
the bones were showing. Even the 
heavy draft animals appear to be 
in fine condition. 
Farmers come 
into the village here from the sur­ 
rounding country, and a1! of them 
are driving horses that t i e sleek 
and well fed 
The cattle, too. ap­ 
pear to be fat. 
Most of them are 
of some white variety. 
Of course 
t bat’s a remarkably c’ear descrip­ 
tion of them, and no doubt vou can 
tell right away to what forced they 
belong, but vou will recall that my

W as she attacked and captured 
by a marauding enemy raider that 
had slipped into the Atlantic after 
eluding the British fleets?

wireless would have put

vessels or merchant shipping. 
Did 
enemy 
agents, 
carefull: 
“ planted” among the ship’s person­ 
nel, seize control of the Cyclops in 
the night and dismantle her radio 
to make 
wireless

This explanation has but little sup­ 
port uecause it is claimed that a 
small enemy force could hardly be 
expected to reduce to prisoners a 
force of nearly 300 men. many ot 
them naval reservists.

Every bay, every inlet capa 
hie of admitting a vessel of her 
draft, has been carefully searched.

More­ 
over. one engine was out of coni 
mission, cutting down her speed Ic 
ten knots an hour.

Her limping gait would have 
made her an easy victim for th*- 
fast allied destroyers or cruisers. 
Did the crew succumb to the ef­ 
fects of a poisonous gas given oft 
by her cargo of manganese? Hard 
Iv, it is thought, because all ship 
ping men used to cargoes of that 
character take precaution to elim 
inafe the danger. 
Did the big vessel of 19.000 tons 
displacement, constructed with a 
view’ to withstanding the heaviest 
weather, founder in a severe trop 
ical storm.

ed the ship capable of riding safe 
Iv out of any storm she might en­ 
counter, yet in view of

The Cyclops, although of deep 
draft and broad beam, carried a 
remarkably high and heavy super 
structure.
